The purpose of this transmittal is to advise Halfway Houses and Long-Term Care
Residential Treatment Centers (Therapeutic Communities) the procedure codes used in
billing for substance abuse services are changing. This is being done to comply with
Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIP AA) of 1996. HIP AA requires
nationwide standardization of procedure codes.

For services performed on or after October I, 2003, halfway houses and long-term
residential treatment centers (therapeutic communities) must use the new HIPAA
compliant codes to bill Medical Assistance fee-for-service and for billing with the MCOs.
Please see the table below for the conversion of the local substance abuse codes to the
new HIP AA compliant codes.
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For services perfonned through September 30, 2003, please continue to use the local
codes for substance abuse for halfway houses and therapeutic communities. For services
perfonned after September 30,2003, the local codes (DAlOO through DAl07) will no
longer be active.

The Medical Assistance fee-far-service reimbursement amount for the new HIPAA
compliant codes will remain the same as for the old local procedure codes.
